roads Before Commerce 
Commission. 


Washington, October 15.—An import- 
ant hearing involving the proposed uni- 
form bill of lading on all of the rail- 
roads of the country was held at the 
offices of the interstate commerce com- 
misslon today. Five members of the 
commission, namely: Chairman Knapp 
and Messrs. Cockrell, Prouty, Lane and 
Clarke, were present, while practically 
every railroad in the United States 
was represented, as also were the ship- 
ping interests. The purpose of the hear- 
ing is to give an opportunity to all the 
common carriers subject to the act to 
regulate commerce, to be heard as to 
which proposed form of bill of lading 
should not be approved and prescribed 
by the commission as a just and rea- 
sonable regulation or practice to be ob- 


of certain changes in the so-called bill, 
of lading then generally used in the 
transportation of freight over their 
respective lines. 

The entire session was taken up with 
arguments by representatives of the 
shipping interests of the country, and 
when the hearing adjourned for lunch- 
eon their arguments had not concluded, 

The discussions, which were largely 
of a technical character, developed a 
lack of unanimity of opinion among the 
shipping interests as to the most sulit- 
able bill of lading te be adopted. It 
was also developed that the bill of 
lading which has been proposed for 
adoption is not altogether satisfactory,

"Stock Market Was. Influenced 


by Them 


On Denial ef These Rumors Stocks 
Rebounded—Protective Measures 
Made Themselves Felt — De- 
pression in Electrical 
Equipment’ Stocks, 


New York, October 15.—The greater power 
of resistance of the stock market to unfavor- 
able factors was demonstrated by its action 
today in the face of several tneidents. The 
most conspicuous was the greatly exagger- 
ated version of the Japanese riot in San 
Francisco. The market sold off on the cir- 


culation of this rumor, but rebounded with 
vigor upon the receipt of accurate details 
of what had occurred. The slump in De- 
troit United Railway, although remote from 
any direct bearing on the local s#tock mar- 
ket, Was, if unpleasant, effective on. the 
whole market by sympathy and by sugges- 
tion. Very little of that stock, or of the 
allied Toledo Railways and Light, which also 
Suspended its dividend, is held in New York, 
but the price at the local stock exchange 
kept in close correspondence with the falling 
quotations with Montreal, where most of it 
igs held. In the case of the Twin City Rapid 
Transit Company the announcement that the 
reguiar dividend had been declared did not 
Save that stock from sharing in the de- 
pression of the group, Special weakness in 
the electrical equipment stocks was apparent- 
ly in sympathy with this group on account 
of the declared inabilitv of these companies 
to float bonds for improvements. The re- 
sistance shown by the general list to these 
depressing influences proved the existence 
of the protective measues in the market 
which made themselves felt yesterday. The 
protective buying was cetermined and effec- 
tive when prices were inclined to yield, but 
it practically disappeared when it had ac- 
complished its purpose of arresting the de- 
clines. Stocks bought in this way are ex- 
pected usualiy to come back upon the market 
at the first favorable opportunity, as the 
purpose of the buying obviously is not ac- 
cumulation.
